LD 1233 wasn't to blame. It looked in both directions before 

dt jarred off the turntable and headed down the tracks. It 
saw for a certainty that it was not foul of a man before it poked 
its chubby snoot out beyond that box car. But it hadn't figured 
on the man—the man who suddenly stepped across the tracks! 
And it ran the man down; the man they called Jim, Jim's miss- 
ing now—missing from his accustomed place in the line-up just 
as effectively as if some Jap had run a sword through him. 

Old 1233 knew the man well, too. Knew his pretty wife 
and three kids at home, happily awaiting his return from the 
switch shanty. But he’s new broken and bruised. The boys 
couldn't bring themselves to tell his widow that he was “dead,” 
Let the coroner do that. They laid his brake club down on the 
ground—the club that Jim had reached for so often. Ht meant 
—that little deed—that Jim was absent; that another switchman 
would have to step up and ride the next car down the track. 

Jim was a safe worker—until this once. He always kept a 
sharp lookout in both directions for approaching cars and en- 
gines before he stepped across the tracks. He never went between 


or dosely in front. of moving “engines ahd ‘cars; :dlways gave 


them wide berth in going around them. He always maintained _: 


a firm grip and a safe foothold to prevent slipping, falling, 
sprains or strains and no box car ever tossed him. He knew the 
rules for safe hand brake operation and never violated them. 

Jim was a safe worker—until this once. And now he caused 
an old friend grief. Old No. 1233 didn’t choose to run him 
down. He liked that old locomotive, too; that plug-ugly little 
workhorse. Old 1233 only had its feelings hurt. If something 
should happen to it the shops could fix matters up quickly. But 
not so with a man. Jim will be hard to replace. He was an old 
hand at railroading, too. Oddly enough, this one slip-up cost 
him his life. Perhaps the young do not get hurt so often because 
they are more cautious. 

Somebody'll have to be trained to take his place. That'll not 
be easy now with the manpower problem so acute. Nobody 
wanted Jim to go; not his family, nor his company, nor his 
fellow workers; nor yet sad-faced Old 1233. No, nor Uncle 
Sam; for every car that’s slowed up will delay victory just that 
much. For accidents do nobody any good. Accidents only help 
the Axis.

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ARIZONA INDIANS RALLY TO 


AID OF THE RAILROAD 


OWN from the reservations came the 

Indians, and there, silhouetied against 

the picturesque Arizona desert sky they 

toil on Southern Pacific tracks, forming 

America's most colorful and unique sec- 
tion gang. 

In the dim past, when the first trans- 
continental railroad was under construc- 
tion, every shrill blast of the white man’s 
snorting iron horse brought an echo in 
Indian war whoops as the native Amer- 
icans protested the coming of the rail- 
road to their hills and prairie lands. 

Well, that was in our distant yester- 
days. Today, as the locomotives come 
whistling round Kinter curve east of 
‘Yuma, and at other points along the fine, 
they meet with the friendly greetings of 
little bands of Indians smoothing the 
paths of the Victory Trains. 

About 160 Navajos and Hopis are 
working in section gangs from Phoenix 
to Yuma. East of Phoenix, at Dixie, are 
about 50 Pimas from the Sacaton Reser- 
vation. Numbers of Apaches have been 
hired by SP for some time around Globe 
and Tucson—all the Indians patriotically 
responding to the call for manpower. 

The Navajos, first just 23 and now 60 
or more, came out of the hills of the 
Tubo City reservation near Flagstaff, 
Ariz, They range in age from 18 to 50. 
The SP is providing them with a camp 
at Araby, seven miles cast of Yuma, as 
they plan to bring out their families. 
They live there in section quarters, 

The Indians helped build the new 100- 
car siding at Kinter, 18 miles east of 
Yuma; did construction work in Yuma 
yards, and perform ali types of track 
work. Yuma Indians were not recruited 
as they work in the agricultural fields. 

Roadmaster H. S. Gailey of Yuma and 
Section Foreman Esteban Perez express 
satisfaction with the work performance 
of the Indians. Kern and John Man- 
heimer, brothers, serve as interpreters. 


The idea of tapping the Indian man- 
power reservoir as just one more effort 
to help find adequate section workers was 
suggested by Div. Engineer T. W. Saul. 

For work garb the Navajos choose the 
familiar blue denim jeans, but many add 
bright touches of color by wearing scar- 
fet or purple sifk shirts or bright red, 
blue or yellow headbands, Many wear 
their hair long and tied in knots. 

Pleasing to meet, the Indians are happy 
on the job swinging mean picks or tamp- 
ing ballast in the hot Arizona sun, “They 
are working on the railroad because they 
want to help the war effort,” the Man- 
heimer youths explain. 

And what do they do with their money ? 
It patriotically goes into war bonds and 
stamps; goes to buy new farm machinery 
and tools that help raise victory crops.

those sturdy little bands of patriotic wo- 
men on the Coast, Portland, Western and 
other divisions are now tackling another 
phase of railroading, just as they have in 
the shops and roundhouses, the stores 
and offices. 

Tall, pretty Blanche Tuttle of Watson- 
ville, who volunteered onto the job last 
Dec. 15 to give it a try as the first wo- 
man track worker in that area, Likes it 
fine and holds the title of assistant fore- 
lady, first on Coast Division. Her home 
is at Green Forest, Ark. 

Roadmaster Dan Murphy and Ter- 
minal Section Foreman George Burdusis 
of Watsonville Jct. say the women track 
workers are proving satisfactory for the 
lighter type of work so far assigned to 
them. Fact is, they're hecoming popularly 
known as “Burdusis’ Angels around 
Watsonville Jct. In separate groups near- 
by, regular male track gangs do the 
heavier work, and over the week-end 
period, business-men and students join in 
keeping the tracks in shape. 

The women shovel out surplus ballast 
from tracks, unload sand from cars, han- 
dle track materials, and do other jobs. 
Some 35 form the regular crew at Wat- 
sonville, while Eugene, Ripon and El Paso 
report from 15 to 50 on the sections, 

While her husband, Pfc, Kenneth Tut. 
tle, serves with the field artillery at Camp 
Adair, Ore., Mrs. Tuttle proudly does 


her war bit, explaining, “I wanted to get 
into defense work. This work has to be 
done and I like it particularly because it 
is out in the open. It is my intention to 
stay with it and help keep the wheels 
rolling.” There's Mrs, Myrtle Tracy of 
Watsonville, who has given more than 
time to war work. She has three boys in 
the Army, also one more boy and two 
girls at home. Her husband is a veteran 
of World War I. 

Mrs. Sara Soto has a son, Pvt. David 
Soto, former SP'’er, now in the Army ia 
Mississippi. Two sisters, Bertha and Ro- 
sie Montalvo, have a brother, Pvt. George 
Montalvo, at Camp White, Ore. Mrs.

he said, He praised their efficiency and 
said he had found the girls happy at 
their work. “Let ‘safety be your guide,” 
he advised. “Those of us who forget 
safety in the morning hardly ever catch 
up with it during the day.” 

MacLellan told the women employes, 
“If your actions ate guided by the book 
of safety rules, you just can't get hurt.” 

“There is a right and wrong way to 
do everything,” he said. “If you disobey 
a tule it is liable to result in an acci- 
dent. We don’t want anything to happen 
to you. We don’t want you to take any 
chances.” 

Supervisor Tibbet was introduced by 
Miss Cuca Villa, helper, truck gang, and 
received a warm welcome. 

“Cover your hair completely, girls,” 
Mrs. Tibbett advised, in suggesting that 
they wear caps or bandanas, depending 
upon the work they do. “Don’t wear 
dangling jewelry, wrist watches, or rings 
of any kind.” Emphasizing that it was 
pact of her job to be of every possible 
assistance to the women, Mrs. Tibbett 
urged them to fecl free to call on her at 
any time. 

Bean praised the girls for the job they 
had done and said many had demon- 
strated special skills rapidly and had been 
advanced to helpers. 

Credit to the women on Pacific Lines 
for the “housekeeping” job they are 
doing is expressed by Safety Superinten- 
dent A. A. Lowe. He says there's less 
debris and loose material lying around 
that make for insecure footing—and that’s 
all for the good interest of safety.

Need for Track Workers Remains 
Acute to Keep ‘Em Rolling 
J HILE the problem of securing ade- 


quate numbers of track workers re-_ 


mained acute, students and other citizens 
continued to respond during March to 
SP’s urgent appeal for week-end track 
gangs to help relieve the serious shortage 
of manpower. For the two-day week-end 
period of March 20-21, a total of 4014 
man-days was recorded, while in the week 
previously the figure stood at 3058 man- 
days. Students dominated the gangs, while 
citizens from various lines of work and 
businessmen led the next grouping, and 
teachers and professional men were next 
in number, Railroad officials emphasized 
that the special week-end crews are not 
the answer to the need for adequate sec- 
tion workers and could only be considered 
minor relief of the manpower problem. 
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Every member of the Harold L. 
Stone family at Oakridge. Ore., does his 
bit in these war times and is doing it on 
the railroad.

Lipscomb Retires 


LOSING a distinguished railroading 

career, R. U. Lipscomb, superintend- 
ent of motive power, El Paso, retired on 
pension April 1. 

With Mr. Lipscomb's - retirement, 
W. G, Reid was appointed superinten- 
dent of motive power at El Paso, D. R. 
Calleri became assistant superintendent of 
motive power, and was in turn succeeded 
by A. H. Johnstone as master mechanic 
of Rio Grande Div. 

Mr, Lipscomb’s long career with SP 
at San Antonio began 54 years ago, where 
in Jan., 1889, he started as messenger. 
He advanced to clerk and timekeeper, and 
then became a machinist’s apprentice, 
machinist, shop foreman, machine and 
erecting shop foreman, and general fore- 
man, in 1912, In 1916, Mr. Lipscomb 
was named asst. supt., El Paso, and in 
1919, chief asst. to the supt. of motive 
power, Houston. On Nov. 1, 1924, he 
became supt. of motive power, El Paso, 
which post he held until his retirement. 
He is a native of Brenham, Tex. 

Reid began with SP as a machinist ap- 
prentice at Tucson in 1903, He was with 
the LA&SL, the Gila Valley, Globe & 
Northern, and SP of Mexico as mechanic,

in traffic, Southern Pacific Company 
has ordered 20 giant steam locomotives 
at a total cost of approximately $5,000,- 
000, President A. T. Mercier announced 
March 6. Deliveries are expected to start 
in October. 

The new locomotives will be of South- 
ern Pacific's articulated-consolidation type 
and will be buift by Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, Among the most powerful in the 
world and capable of high speed oper- 
ation, these locomotives are equally effi- 
cient in hauling heavy freight or passen- 
ger trains. 

Placing of the order brings to 275 the 
total of steam and Diesel.engines receiv- 
ed or ordered by SP since August 1939, 
when the Company launched a huge pro- 
gram of equipment expansion well in ad- 
vance of the national defense movement. 
The Company's entire locomotive pur- 
chases since that time represent an ex- 
penditure of about $44,000,000. Ia this 
three and one-half year period SP’s traf- 
fic increased 92 per cent, due principally 
to the hauling of war materials and 
troops. Additional locomotives are ur- 
gently aceded to insure itansportation 
for growing war production, 

Other improvements made by the rail- 
road since the middle of 1939 have in- 
cluded a large car building and repair 
program, installations of additional cen- 
tralized traffic control, extension of side 
tracks and expansion of numerous yard 
and terminal facilities. This expansion 
and improvement of plant facilities, to- 
gether with locomotive purchases, rep- 
resents an outlay of close to $110,000,000 
for the three and one-half year period.

VER Africa, western Germany and 

France—among other points—SP' ers 
are in there pitching, blasting Nazi fighter 
planes from the skies and dropping deadly 
bombs on selected targets. 

Lt. Edwin R. Bush, formerly of the 
Accounting Dept., SF, heroic SP’er who 
has had the air medal pinned on his chest 
for feats of valor in the European sky 
battles, got himself into print and on the 
radio recently when he joined in raids 
of giant American fortresses over western 
Germany. Bush said the bombs landed 
squarely on the targets in telling of raids. 

Lt. Harry R. Haines, former SP'er of 
Sacramento, participated in a Tunisian 
reconnaissance flight early in February 
climaxed by the shooting down of five 
Stukas and one Focke-Wulfe and dam- 
aging and routing of the 30 German 
fighters and dive bombers which were met 
by 12 American fighter planes. The Ger- 
man planes were about to bomb American 
tanks when the smaller force of American 
ships completely surprised them and sent 
them into fiery spirals or forced them to 
quit the fight and flee, 

Up Brooklyn, Ore., way some nights 
ago SP’ers were thrilled to hear the name 
of Norman Gilkey, of Vancouver, Wash., 
being mentioned over the radio in con- 
nection with a bombing raid over Loriant, 
France. ‘It seems,” his friends up north 
write, “Norman had considerable success 
in dropping ‘eggs’ on-the Nazis.”

Back in more peaceful days, Signalman 
1/C Ralph Moore (now warrant boat- 
swain) was an SP ticket seller in the Los 
Angeles Depot, But in war Moore, “pea 
jacket buttoned tight, watch cap pulled 
down over his ears,” served with the Navy 
aboard a former British corvette in the 
fierce Battle of the Atlantic convoying 


ships to battle fronts, The magazine Time 
gave him special recognition in an article, 
“Heroics Without Headlines." Hero 
Moore had previous Navy service and was 
among the first of the SP'ers to enlist, At 
latest reports he was attending sub-chaser 
training school in Miami. 

Alfred C. Hooker, former station clerk, 
Medford, Ore., has been awarded the 
Order of the Purple Heart for valor dur- 
ing a bombing raid in the South Pacific. 
Al, a radio operator, was wounded dur- 
ing a Japanese raid on a New Guinea 
position. He was in his tent sending mes- 
sages when a bomb exploded a shart dis- 
tance away. The tent was blown to shreds, 
and Al's clothes were tora from his body. 
He is now fully recovered. 

Another SP'er recently decorated is Lt. 
Hart W. Aldrich, formerly of Sacramento 
Genl. Stores, who 
was among the AAF 
men awarded air 
medals for their part 
in what the War De- 
partment described as 
“the longest massed 
unescorted nonstop 
troop carrier flight 
ever successfully per- 
formed” by Ameri- 
can air forces. The 
flight was in carry- 
ing out initial phases 
of the North African campaign. The dec- 
oration was made February 25. 

Kenneth V. Thorsel, Portland Div. 
brakeman but now with the Navy, visited 
the Portland office while homeon leave, He 
has had an adventurous career, having been 
first on the Enterprise when sunk and Later 
on the Hornet when that ship went down, 
being rescued by a destroyer. He saw ac- 
tion at Wake Island and in the Solomons.

SP Rooftop Tea Room, Library Axe 
Popular With Employes 


Hc above the throngs of wat-busy 
Market St, in San Francisco, in 
brief pause from vital war tasks that 
help “keep ‘em rolling,’’ more than 1,000 
women employes of Southern Pacific 
gather daily in the rooftop tea room 
and adjacent library on the 11th floor of 
the General Office Building to chat hap- 
pily over noonday lunches. 

And while only merry voices of fem- 
inine employes fill the tea room, which 
is a virtual “no man’s land,” the door 
to the cozy library is open to male em- 
ployes and the book-borrowing facilities 
are well patronized by them. 

The library, in charge of Mrs. Opal 
Canine, popular librarian, offers an ex- 
cellent collection of best sellers, maga- 
zines and technical books (on railroad- 
ing and other subjects} to SP employes, 
and is open from 8:30 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
Mrs. Canine took charge of the library 


a year ago after being promoted from 
head stenographer in the office of vice 
president-general manager. 

The tea room, which has been com- 
pletely redecorated and refurnished, has 
seating capacity for 214 girls at a time, 
and, as the facilities are available from 
14:20 a, m. to 1:10 p. m.,, more than 
1000 are conveniently accommodated in 
the midday period. Another 200 utilize 
the tea room from 8:10 p. m. te 9 p. m. 
for evening meals, The Company's first 
tea room was opened in the Flood Bldg. 
in Dec., 1912. 

Women employes bring their own 
lunches and make use of the large elec. 
teic plate, steam tables and other facil- 
ities available for heating their food. Be- 
fore coffee rationing became effective, 
the Company provided hot coffee free of 
charge, and the girls drank 24 gallons of 
it daily, according to Mrs. Margarette 


“Brown, ‘popular tea room’ attendant, ‘who

cher service with SP. Ice cream, fresh 
fruits and milk are sold approximately at 
cost. The girls wait on themselves and 
wash their own dishes, and you ought to 
see the spick-and-span appearance of that 
kitchen! 

Ten large new tables, 23 smalf tables, 
214 new chairs, attractive new drapes 
and four new pictures for the walls were 
provided by the Company in completely 
renovating the tea room recently. The 
walls were repainted in a soft green 
shade and the trim in brown. New lino- 
Jeum was Jaid in the library. The im- 
provements cost approximately $4000. 

Tn the “silence room,” a soundproof 
rest room provided with five new couch- 
¢s, women employes who become ill or 
require extra moments of restful relaxa- 
tion, find quiet and comfortable sur- 
roundings. 

Doors [ead from the tea room to the 
roof of the building where a stroll may 
be enjoyed in the sunshine, and there's 
an unsurpassed view of beautiful San 
Francisco Bay. 

Reading tables in the library afford 
opportunity for keeping abreast of the 
day's news and radio offers programs to 
fit the tastes of listeners. There also is a 
piano in the tea room atound which the 
giris gather to sing or to provide music 
for birthday or other party events. Funds 
obtained from dues go to purchase new 
books and magazines. 

Importance of the library is empha- 
sized by Librarian Canine, who, inviting 
other SP employes to take advantage of 
the facilities, says: 

“No one questions the important part 
books and magazines play in war times. 
They keep us interested and informed. 
They keep us entertained. This year there 
will be more need than ever for enter- 
tainment — for these are stay-at-home 
times. While rationing and priorities are 
crowding into our lives from every 
angle, there will be no rationing of good 
reading. You will still be able to secure 
your favorite books and magazines in the 
library and the dues are only $1 a year.”

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities own- 
ed, rentals and miscellaneous income, 
must be paid the interest on bonds and 
equipment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
month of January, 1943, the final result 
was a Net Income of $5,847,266, which 
compares with a net income of $3,753,- 
089 for the same month of 1942.
